vate debt is still greater. 
For as Mr. 
Babson 
observes, 
business 
institu­ 
tions and individuals have followed 
the example of their national, state 
and local governments. 
When fam ­ 
ilies have not borrowed, 
they 
have 
gone deeply into debt to buy things, 
which amounts to the same thing. 
“We used to hear of frozen assets 
in warehouses and on store shelves,” 
he says, “provisions that couldn’t be 
disposed of. 
The frozen assets are 
now in the home and 
garage—fur­ 
niture, clothing, rugs, phonographs, 
automobiles, etc., bought on time.” 
Everybody is hampered by this load 
of debt. 
W hat it to be done about it? 
Pay 
off indebtedness, urges Mr. Babson, 
instead of incurring more. 
Pay cash 
instead of stretching credit further. 
That 
might 
restrict 
business 
a 
little for 
the 
time 
being. 
There 
would be business “healing pains," so 
to speak. 
But such a policy would 
soon have a wonderful stim ulating 
effect on personal and family for­ 
tunes and the general business sit­ 
uation.
